Correspondeace of the Post-Drspatcs, 
Wastiyaton, D. C., October 1.—The power of 
the ring of Western contractors for army supplies 
is well iltustrated in a case now pending before the 
War Department. Lieutenant Hurd of the Quarter. 
master’s department of the army was last year sta- 
tioned at Fort Thomas, Arwona. While there he 
became involved in a difficulty with a cootractor by 
the name of Collins. Mr Hurd found, in the first 
place, that every load of nay brought to him by 
Collins for delivery was rated at 4,500 pounds of 
weight, He was accepting this bay without ques- 
tion until an associate officer, who had 
been brought up on a farm, said, “there 
are not 4,500 pounds of hay in any one of those 
loads. You are being swindled.” In order to 
detect the fraud a great spread of canvas was laid 
upon the ground and the hay was dumped on it, 
Then it was shaken out and forked off from the 
canvas. The result showed that 1,500 pounds of 
sand, for which the Government was paying $40 a 
ton, was in that one load. Hurd also discovered 
that the contractor was purchasing condemned 
harness from the army authorities and then 
through a combination with a dishonest sub-officer 
be would exchange the condemned  har- 
ness for new from the army stores. In this 


way the same seis of condemned harness were 
sold over and over ayain. The officer sought to 
have the contractor punished. He put au end to 
his thieving, but the contractor 3 remained 
powerful threugh his connections with 

superior officials. 


It seems incredible that this contractor should 
have plotted the assassination of this officer. 
Tne story of his attempt to take Hurd's 
life will be hard to u by any 
one who has not lived on the Western border. The 
controctor had a daughter who was well educated 
and quite pretty.
